Commission May Prosecute 
Contractors Alleged To 


Be Breaking State 
Safety Code Law 


Buildirig contractors of Wiscon- 


sin are seriously violating general 
orders of the Industrial commission 
relating to safety in building con- 
struction, E. E, Witte, secretary ol 
the commission, says in 
state- 


ment. Following a general survey 
the commission intends to call th^ 
worst violators to show cause why 
they should not be prosecuted. 


For the number of men employed, 


the bailding industry ranks among 
the most hazardous in Wisconsin, 
according to the state 
industrial 


commission. It reports that 'during 
the past year, with bat a 
small 


amount of construction -work, more 
than 10 per cent of all compensate 
accidents -were in that ' industry, 
where 1,714 out of a total of 16,216 
injuries occurred.

- . • 


Thirty out of a 
total of 170 


deaths due to industrial accidents 
were caused in building during 1920, 
with two cases of total permanent 
disability and 150 cases of " partial 
permanent disability. 
Total days 


lost as a result of accidents in the 
industry were 373,071, and the to- 
tal indemnity paid injured 
work- 


men $271,991. and total medical aid 
?66,453, the commission reports. 


An analysis of the causes %f these 


accidents is s_aid to show that fall- 
ing is most common, accounting for 
414 of the 714 accidents reported in 
tho building industry and in 13 out 
of the 80 deaths. A large percent- 
age of the falls from scaffolds s.nd 
ladders resulted from 
poor con- 


struction and failure to use proper 
precautions. 


It is reported that 53 compensa- 


ble accidents, including one death 
were due to .stepping on n»ils; 73, 
including two deaths, to cranes; 183 
•with four deaths, to 
falls of ob- 


jects: 126 to hand tools; 312 to 
handling objects, with 160 were ma- 
chine accidents. 


Due to the number of accidents 


the commission plans to revise its 
safety code in building 
construc- 


tion and to intensify its activity in 
the field with » view to bringing 
about definite improvement.

over the country. The other is that 
the crime was committed by local 
talent.. It is' said that the prints 
at the Frank E. Freeman jewelry 
store, 109 W. 'Main st., are the same 
as those found at the Klitsner sto#e. 
Klitsner's store is a member V>f the 
Jewelers' Protective Association and 
the Pinkerton agency handles all 
cases of the association. 


It is thought that the hole in the

The hole made was 
only large enough for a man to put 
his arm through.

president, who commended the war 
finance corporation as an agency ot. 
great value in restoring economic 
conditions. Prompt action.waa re- • 
quested, bat the president did not 
ask that both features be contained 
in one bill. 


President Harding asked congress 


to extend the authority of the wmr 
finance corporation to purchase se- 
curities, 
probably up to (600/100, 


000 now in the bands of tie railroad 
administration so that proceeds may 
be used for settlements with the 
railways. 


This, the president told congress, 


would open ..the way to "early ad- 
justment and. relief" of the railroad 
problem. There was.no thought, ha 
said of asking congress for Addi- 
tional money. 


Railway claims, based on the "in- 


efficiency of labor" daring the war, . 
tho president said, were to be waiv- 
ed for the present to hasten settle- 
ment without surrender of 
any 
rights in court. Although the rail- 
ways owe' the government large 
sums, tie president said, the gov- 
ernment also owed the railroads 
large sums on various accounts.

sioner-on Tuesday issued the follow- 
in!? gtatement: ; 


"Dairy and Food Commissioner J. 


Q. Emery dissents from tfie theory 
that has been given newspaper pub- 
licity that Wisconsin saloonkeepers 
selling moonshine and home 'brew 
are not only violating prohibition 
laws but 'exjually' are violating pure 
food laws: He .also dissenti from 
the theory likewise gtfen newspa- 
per publicity that •'enforcement by 
the dairy and food conrmissioner of 
the pure food laws makei -available 
dairy and food inspectors or chihn- 
Irts fo'r enforcing the prohibition' 
laws, 
.. "The laws specifically define the 
duties of the dairy and food com- 
missioner, but no law makes it his 
official., duty to enforce, the .prohibi- 
tion law: The legislature has made 
an annual appropriation to the dairy 
and food commissioner, and ex offl- 
cio state superintendent of weights 
and measures of a specified sum of 
money, 'for the execution of his 
functions.' It is not one of his le- 
gal functions to neforce the prohi- 
bition law and it would be mal- 
feasance in office for him to expend 
money for other 
purposes /than 


those for which the legislature made 
the appropriation or has otherwise 
provided by law. 
The legislature, 


not administrative officers, 
deter- 


mines, public policy. Likewise the 
legislator has charged the prohibi- 
tion commissioner with the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law'and has 
appropriated 
a 
specific 
sum of 


money^for that purpoie. 


"It may be conceded that In the 


sale of 'drinks' saloonkeepers may 
violate the pure food laws but if go, 
that violation is a wholly different 
proposition than the violation of the 
prohibition law,"

"Often only a word in warning is 


enough," said Mrs. Hamilton, "but 
frequently, too, it is necessary to 
make a special call on the girl or 
boy and warn them a second time. 
Many are the cases, too, where w« 
mast arrest them and-bring them 
into court. 
Sometimes the 
judge 


feels it necessary to imprison them 
for a time. These are only in ex- 
treme cases." 


There are those girls in the city 


who mil leave a dance hall as soon 
as a police matron enters, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Griffiths. 
They do not 


realize that we are there to protect 
them not to "spy': on them and try 
to "catch" them doing a wrong act, 
she said.

Biennial Report of State 
Board of Control Reveals 


Figures On State In-/ 


stitutions 


Decrease in the average attend- 


ance at all fourteen Wisconsin penal 
and charitable institutions is shown 
)y the biennial report of the state 
board of control. The number cared 
for daily fell from 6023 during the 
previous biennium to 4977, a total 
reduction of 46. 


The most marked decrease 


shown at the state prison where the 
number of inmates fell from 883 to 
763, a decrease of 120 in population. 
Hospitals for the insane changed 
but little in the number of occupants 
while the training school sfor juve- 
niles and delinquents, the state pub- 
lic school for dependent'and neglect- 
ed children and the Central state 
hospital have been overcrowded. 


The industrial school for 
boys 


with a normal capacity of 420 beds, 
has boused an average daily popula- 
tion of 446, according to the report. 
Similarly the industrial school for 
eirls with a capacity of 230 has 
Boused an average of 240, the state 
public school'with a normal capacity 
of 240 has housed 24G, and the cen- 
tral hospital with a capacity for 98 
has housed 104. 


Cost of operating the institutions 


rose from $1,614.537 for 
the pre- 


vious bienntum to $1,845,124 during 
the last biennium. 


"The last two years period has 


been one of extraordinarily high 
prices, and in many instances the 
period has been marked by the 
highest cost of commodities in the 
history of the institutions," the re- 
port declares. 
The increase in cost of provisions 


in 1920 over 1919 amounted to $68,- 
379.93, or approximately IS and 
one-hall per cent, the board of con- 
trol says. 


This increase occurred in spite of 


the fact that during the past two 
years the farm acreage at some of 
the institutions has been increased 
and that there has been more food 
produced on the farms than ever 
before. 
Cost of operating criminal institu- 


tions in Wisconsin during the past 
year amounted to $655,139 compar- 
ed to $572,155 in 1919, according to 
report of the state board of control. 
Institutions for the insane followed 
closely in total cost with $507,678 
during the past year and $422,271 
the year before. 
Care of the feeble minded called 


for expenses of 288,775 during 1920 
and 
$260,880 during 1919, with 


$174,705 spent on tubercular citizens 
compared to $168,004 in 1919. 


The expenditures on institutions 


for the care of the blind rose from 
$106,337 in 1919 to $123,078 in 1920. 


Dependent children were 
cared 


for at a cost of $104,298 compared 
to $9S,G09 the previous year. Insti- 
tutions for the care of deaf cost 
$97,652 in 1920 and $30,189 in 1919.

Former Comptroller Tells How Wall Street is Being 


Favored.

HARGES mad* by W. Jett Lauck before the Railroad Labor 


Board some months ago, to the effect that the big backing 


Intereata deliberately set about to "deflate" the farmers and the 
wnge-worken of the United States in order to safeguard Big 
Bualne&i' hold upon the country, gain new Importance by the 
sensational disclosures made by John Skelton Williams, former 
comptroller of the currency, published In the Congressional Rec- 
ord July 20. 


These revelations were made by Williams in a speech before 


the Georgia Press Association and Augusta Chamber of Com- 
merce. They deal with the manipulation of the federal reserve 
banking system to destrpy the prosperity of the entire produc- 
ing class of the nation. They are so direct in their indictment 
of the Federal Reserve Board, that a congressional inquiry is 
probable. Already the demand is heard here that the Reserve 
Board either have Williams arrested for criminal libel or resign. 


Mincing no words, and offering specific evidence to support 


each of his charges, Williams boldly indicted the .board of gov- 
crners of the Federal Reserve system on these counts:

protection and construction ever put in the hands of a govern- 
ment," declared Williams, "but I believe that by awkward and 
inefficient handling it has been used to injure where it was in- 
tended to guard, and used to encourage and protect what it 
thould have restrained and prevented. If this was not the rich- 
est and strongest country In the world, with immeasurable 
power of production and natural resources, we would today face 
disaster, by comparison with which the explosion of the South 
Sea Bubble would appear trivial . . . 


**A valiant little country bank in Alabama, striving and 


straining to help Its farmer customers to move their crop, need- 
ed $112,000 in September, 1920, and that bank was charged at 
about the rate of 4 percent a month, or actually 87 percent per 
annum on a portion of that money. 


"While small banks in the fanning districts were being 


taxed in this manner, great banks in New York were being sup- 
plied with practically unlimited amounts of money at 5, 6 and 7 
percent per annum. The records show that while the little bank 
in Alabama was charged $2,100 for the use of $112,000 for two 
weeks' time, a big bank in New York whose funds were largely 
used In speculative operation was given the use of $800,000 for 
the same cash consideration." 


When he protested that this course meant the failure of 


many small country banks, Williams stated, one member of the 
Reserve Board said "Let them fail," and added that "if we can't 
get rid of the small state banks by any other methods, it might 
be wen to get rid of them In that way." 


To prove favoritism toward New York banks, Williams cited 


an instance in which one big bank In that city had been loaned 
more money than the seven Federal Reserve banks of St Louis, 
Kansas City, Minneapolis, Dallas, Richmond, Atlanta and San 
Francisco had loaned to all their member banks in this huge 
agricultural area. He added that "entirely too large a proper* 
lion of the money loaned to the New York bank was used for 
promotion of all kinds of speculative schemes." 


He cited a case where a bank borrowed Federal Reserve 


money at « percent and loaned it at the rate of 200 percent per 
annum. 


"I heard much talk," he said, "while I was a member of the

his cotton, or the stock raiser his livestock," but he did n6t re- 
call any such talk of deflating the big bankers' speculative deals. 


When he appealed for six months' more time for the farm- 


ers and other small borrowers, he said, Gov. Harding of the 
Board replied that a balloon was merely being punctured to let 
the gas escape. Williams suggested that human beings were 
aboard Ihe balloon, and Its descent must be made in safety, and 
not in a ruinous crash. 


However, he declared, "the heart-breaking and purse-break- 


ing collapse In prices of farm products and other commodities 
were referred to in the Board in terms of satisfaction, as indi- 
cating the success of the policy of deflation."
